Answering Justice VanOrsdel, as to the 
right of an ‘employee to prevent his em- 
ployer from continuing business by tak- 
ing On new hands, Attorney Ralston de- | 
clared that the foundation of suca a, 
right was the power of free speech by 
which means an employee might dis- 
suade a prospective successor from tak- 
ing up the work which he had dropped. 
Counsel girenuohsly denied gthat tae 
method adopted by the federation to pre- 
vent the sale of the product of the St.

Judge Parker in his concluding argu- 
ment contended that the alleged acts 
of the federation were not illegal, and 
were entirely within the rights. of citi- 
zens. “The point,” he declared, “has 
not yet been reached in boycott cases 
where it can be said that the law has 
been finally established. Injunctions 
were issued strikers in those days of 
the struggle between organized labor 
and organized capital. We had many 
strikes in those days, but now we have 
few. 

“What one has a right to do; many 
have a right to do. The boycatt is best 
defined as a combination to cause Ioss 
to one person by coercing others to do 
the same against their will through 
threats that they will combine against 
them if they do not do so,”

DOUGHERTY FOREST FIRES 
~~ WERE VERY DISASTROUS 


The Wide Extent and Really Se- 


rious Damage Just Beginning 
to Be Understood. 


Albany, Ga., December !0.—(Special.)— 
The wide extent and really serious dam- 
age resulting from recent fires which 
swept over the eastern part of Dough- 
erty county is but just beginning to 
be understood. The fire was reported 
in dispatches of last week, but the ex- 
tent of the disaster was but partly told. 

The fire started about 4 miles east of 
Albany, on the Deberry plantation, 
over which it swept and whence it 
spread to the southward and eastward. 
It went through woods and over fields, 
finding abundant fuel on which to feed 
as the result of an almost unprecedent- 
edly dry fall season. The heaviest dam- 
age was done.on turpentine farms, 
where boxed trees had:-nodt been pro- 
tected.

We have cause to be ashamed 
of only one set of Americans in con- 
nection with the building of the canal, 
and that is of those Americans Ww 0 
Fave been guilty of ‘infamous falsc- 
hocds concerning the acquisition of.the 
property and the construction of the 
canal itself. If they can be reached 
for criminal libel, I shall try to have 
them reached. If not, at any rate, all 
the facts we know or ever have known 
are at the disposa] of each and every 
one of you here, and. of any One in 
congress or of all congress, if they. wish 
io see them. 

“Next only in importance from the 
physical standpoint to building the 
Panama canal comes the question of 
developing the use of Our own water- 
ways.

Editor Constitution: Permit me to 
express my strong approval of your ef- 
forts to arouse public sentiment along 
the line of sanitation, and to add short 
comment of my own. 

IT am familiar with the location of al! 
the large cities of the United States, 
and with some outside of the United 
States. 

(irom a health standpoint, Atlanta is 
the best located city in the United 
States, Denver alone excepted, and one 
of the best located in the world. Noi 
only ought it to be a great business cen- 
ter, ®ut also the very best residential 
city in the country. The mortuary 
Btatistics do not bear out my position, 
but that is because the people have not 
given the natura! location a fair chance. 

Imperfect santtation is our curse. AS 
I see it, the public health is the most 
invportant duty of munictpal govern- 
ment outweighing, in my judgment, 
even public education. And yet, 
with a location 1,060 feet above the sea, 
the 34th parallel, far enough north 
to give energy and to escape tropica! 
diseases, far enough south to insure 
plenty of sunshine and moderate winters, 
we have a death rate practically in the 
Same class with New Orleans. 

From its beginnings the city bas had to 
do its sanitary work in patchwork 
fashion, but this will no longer do. In 
30 years 600,000 people will call At- 
lanta home. That means that many 
men of middle age today will then be 
living as old men. The young men of 
today will be the middle aged of that 
day. The boys of today will be. the 
young men of that day. It is but a step 
away—less than one generation. 

Patchwork will not suffice. 

Safety lies in large plans, 
carried out, and in that only. 

This ila not pessimism, but only Of-r 
dinary common eense. 

The individual may cultivate economy 
until he becomes a miser, but the city 
that cultivates too much economy in 
sanitation becomes the wurderer of its 
citizens.

arid and semi-arid regions) is used fer 
irrigation: perhaps 5 per cent is cur- 
rently used for navigation; and less 
than 5 per «ent is utilized for power. It 
is estimated that 60 per cent to 95 per 
cent of the volume is wasted in freshets 
or destructive floods. 

There are in mainland United States 
282 streams navigated, for an aggre- 
gate of 26,115 miles, and as much more 
navigable by improvement; there are. 
also 45 canals, with a mileage of 2,- 
189.05, besides numerous abandoned 
canals. On lake and sound routes there 
is large traffic, but the navigation of 
rivers and canals is too small for def- 
inite record. The cost of water car- 
riage averaging about one-fourth that 
of rail carriage, and our. railway 
freightage during 1906 reaching 217,000,- 
000,000 ton-miles, at an average rate of 
0.77 cent, the shipping of one-fifth of 
our freight by water would have saved 
over $250,000,000 to our producers and 
consumers. 

The theoretical power of the streams 
is over 230,000,000-horse power; the 
amount now in use is 5,260,000-horse 
power.

The dévelopment of 
would reduce the constantly increas- 
would reduce the constantly incrteas- 
ing consumption of ties and mine tim- 
bers, now a heavy drain on our for- 
ests; it would reduce the consumption 
of iron, since water vehicles require 
but a quarter to a third of the metal 
required by rail vehicles of like ca- 
pacity, and it would correspon@ipsly 
reduce the consumption of coal for 
both propulsion and’ smelting. 

Reckoning the total cost of domestic 
traffic by rail and water and wagon, 
with freightage on imports, it is prob- 
able that the average American family 
pays for transportation of food and 
clothing more than 25 per cent of their 
actual cost—i. e., our consumers pay 
too much and our producers get too 
little for the necessaries of life. This 
condition would be relieved by the de- 
velopment of water transportation on 
an adequate scale. 

It ig estimated that the income de- 
rived from power developed by works 
for the improvement of navigation | 
would alone, at current market rates | 
utilized in cooperation with states and | 
citizens, compensate the entire cost of 
maintenance and continued develop- 
ment after the imitial expenditure of 
$50,000,000 as a working capital.

eral Outlines of the contents, howevef, 
had been generally known and the ex- 

n of its publication proved mnure 
eftective in stimulating speculation 
tthan did the realization. This was the 
more true because amticipation -had 
ibeen whetted by intimations that the 
report was to contain suggestions on 
the future policy of the companies. 
The reduction in the holdings tor in- 
vestment of the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific shares, the conversion 
of Ohtoago, Milwaukee and’ St. Paul 
common stock holdings into subscrip- 
ticns for new stock and the increase 
im Lilingis Central holdings were items 
of special interest stockmarkKet-wise. 
The perusal of the annual report was 
of leas influence over the mind of the 
average apeculative follower of the 
market than was the demonstrative 
buying of the Harriman and of other 
stocks by brokers credited with act- 
ing for Standard Oi! interests. The 
openness with which large orders were
